Poole, alias Powell, born at Ted- 
bury in the County of G/oucefter, but 
now an Inhabitant of Landoylow in 
Carmarthenſhire, South Wales; about 
a Year and Quarter paſt, after being 
delivered of a dead Child, was taken 
of a Cancerous Humour in her Right 
Breaſt, which fell in her Right Hip 
and Leg; it was fix Weeks poultiſing: 
She was under the Care of ſeveral emi- 
nent Surgeons, who treated her with 
the utmoſt Tenderneſs and Compaſ- 
ſion.

As the innumerable Crowds of Peo- 
ple of various Circumſtances who have 
lately reſorted, and continue to reſort 
to Glaſfonbury, have been occaſioned

He 
ſaid the Church of England, adding, 
he was baptized, educated, and hath 
trained up his Family in it. I ask d 
him whether he had any Notion of 
the ſuperſtitious Obſervations made on 
the Water, by riſing from the Bones of 
the Saints, &c. as his Dream ſeemed to 
ſuggeſt?
